Tallinn Falls 
to Nazis After 
Bitter Fight 
' Battle Still Raging 


as Russians 
Attempt to Quit 


> City By Sea 


By (he Associated Press 
Adolf Hitler's invasion armies have 


taken the long besieged city of Tallinn 
capital of Estonia, the Germans high 
command announced Saturday, and a 
*:olent naval battle is believed raging 
in tho Gulf of Finnland with the Ger- 
mans attempting to smash a fleeing 
armada of Soviet warships and troon 
transports. 


The thunder of gunfire in the Gulf 


could be heard in Helsinki, 50 miles 
Across tho Gulf, and Finnish flyers re- 
ported seeing many dozens of Russian 
ships steaming out of Tallinn nnd 
heading eastward Friday night. 


The German 'and Finnish fleets and 


warplanos wore said to be attacking 
mpo Russians in their flight

'Meanwhile the Russians acknowl- 
edged another major setback, the fall 
of the great Ukraine city of Dniepero- 
retrovsk and the destruction of the 
$110,000,000 Dnieper river dam. 


Claim Supplies Taken 


^ The Nazi war bulletin declared that 
several thousand prisoners were taken 
at the Tallinn naval base along with 
22 transport ships, 6 coastal batteries, 
and vast stores of supplies.

More criticism is leveled at this cul- 


tural relations program than at any 
other phase of inter-American activity 
and efforts at cooperation. In pro 
moting mutual understanding, some 
sad early mistakes have admitted 
ly been made, usually by well-wish- 
er band-wagonners who had no ex- 
perience in Latin America. And be- 
fore that, if the United States had 
deliberately set out to make 
the 


neighbors misunderstand us, we coulc 
not have done just that more suc- 
cessfully. 


The job has been, therefore, to let 


the neighbors know that the United 
States was not all gangsters or wild 
Indians—or wilder tourists—and, also, 
to make the people of the United 
States appreciate that Latin America 
had many more interesting sights than 
head hunters or bull fights. A two- 
way program had to be developed, 
North and South. It didn't help the 
Latins, incidentally, to be known in 
the United States as poor relations, 
jebt defaulters, or worse. They, too, 
lave a bill of culture-goods to sell. 


Approached in that light, this mat- 


ter of improving cultural relations be- 
comes simply the problem of promol- 
ng friendship. 
Two-Way Traveling 
In doing this job, a few leaves 


lave been borrowed from the Europ- 
ean book and translated into good 
Jnited States. One of the oldest of 
he German tricks has been to pick 
ut prominent Latin Americans—lead- 
rs in public opinion, pay their way 
o Europe, let them see the sights,

1 know from long experience how 
soldier will growl and grumble and 


enjoy having an audience to hear his 
lard luck stories. I've done it my- 
self, and I've listened to it for more 
than forty years. It is an American 
trait—and as old as the Army. But 
it is too bad that so many civilians 
don't understand it. It is too bqd, too, 
that there are those who are trying 
to provoke this grumbling. There are 
forces at work constantly, day and 
night, that are trying to destroy the 
fitness and preparation of the Amer- 
ican Army. That is one way the dic- 
tator nations have made war—to un- 
dermine the spirit and confidence of 
those they would strike. They did it 
to France. You saw it. 


We know there are agents of enemy 


forces and enemy powers within our 
country, trying to spread dissatisfac- 
tion and suspcion, trying to bewilder 
us, trying to fill us full of confusion. 


That also is an old game of those 


that fear us. They have done it in 


called to make its sacrifices, would 
you fail? I think not. I know you 
would not fail. 


By Act of Congress, on the recom- 


mendation of the President nf the 
United States and the Chief of Staff 
of the U. S. Army, your term of ser- 
vice has been extended. It was a grave 
and thoughtful decision of the leaders 
of the nation, that your services are 
needed for a longer period, that you 
are named to give that much more to 
your country. You are not one-year 
patriots. Nor can we afford in this 
crisis to have a one-year Army. If 
we were at war, you would not 
hesitate, no matter how much you 
longed for home. If you held back 
then, the days of this Republic as a 
proud and free nation would be num- 
bered. 


I agree with my superiors that we 


are in a period of grave national emer- 
gency. That emergency has been de- 
clared by our Commander-in-Chief, 
the President of the United States. 
Its seriousness has been pointed out by 
the Secretary of War and by the Chief 
of Staff of the United States Army. 
The Congress has acted to prevent 
the disintegration of this new Amer- 
ican Army of which you are a part. 


Those are our leaders; and we are 


soldiers. It is our place and solemn 
duty to make good. It is our obliga- 
tion to stand in unbreakable unity 
behind our leaders. It is our place 


standards of personal conduct bcfor 
yourselves. You can make that prid 
of country, of uniform, of the uni 
to which you belong, a vital, livin 
thing in your lives. And you ca 
always learn. All of us have much t 
learn. That is what I expect of you— 
never less, always the most. 


And now we have our work to do. 


We move into another phase of our 
combat exercises in order to improve 
our skill. 


You have clone well. Perhaps you 


have done better than you think.

Every day seek 
to learn more, until you have a pas- 
sion for perfecting yourselves as a 
soldier. 


I want all of you to know what

Shortage of Spanish Grammars 
The same technique applies to radio. 


There are now nine U. S. short wave 
stations. By September, when the new 
FCC ruling goes into effect, requir- 
ing all commercial short wave stations 
to step up their power to 50 k. w., 
there will be 10 stations on the short 
wave air.

bers. 


Not to Be Overdone 
There is a wide variety of other 


projects in the general program of 
furthering these cultural relations. 


There is the move to get lower steam 


ship travel fare for students. 


A successfully negotiated reduction 


in the postage rate on books is an- 
other. There is the preparation and 
distribution, by the U. S. Office of 
Education, of 250 traveling exhibits 
of aids in teaching Latin American 
subjects in this country. 


Then there is the award of hospital 


internships for honor graduates of 
Latin American medical schools. 


And the exchange of North and 


South American newspaper men. It 
was one of these latter, by the way, 
who in a special short-wave broad- 
cast back to his native land, told about 
.he wonders of New York cafeterias 


other countries. In the armies of other 
countries they have succedcd. Great 
armies have been destroyed and the 
will of peoples has been shattered by 
this war from within to kill the spirits 
of men. 


Watch out for these activities. You

They 
were eight long years doing the work 
that created for you this Republic 
that you, in your turn, may be called 
upon to defend. You have inherited 
this land and its blessings because of 
the blood and the sacrifice of men ol 
preceding generations. 
Because it is 


your turn now, because your genera- 


to trust and believe in them. They 
will be judged, not by one generation 
but by posterity. And so will we be 
judged—by the America we make 
safe for our children and children's 
children. Whatever happens to us, we 
must make sure that our country goes 
on—greater and more secure in the 
liberties and pride of our people. 


I am concerned about everything af- 


fecting your welfare and your fit- 
ness. I am concerned about all in- 
fluences that are brought to bear upon 
you. I am responsible to my super- 
iors for the Second Army, and in turn 
every one of you is responsible to his 
superiors in rank. 


I have held a high ideal for the 


soldiers of the Second Army. I hold 
that each and every one of you should 
improve in character, courage and 
ability as a result of his Army ser- 
vice—and return to his home a better 


fight. 
an Army fit to meet vet- 


erans in the field and take the field 
away from them, and suffer the least 
losses. 


That's our objective; and individual- 


ly and collectively let everyone put 
out his greatest effort to attain it. 


And now, soldiers of the Second 


Army, I call on you for an all-out 
effort, day by day and month by 
month, to mako this Army fulfill that 
objective—to make the men and com- 
mands of the Second Army fit to fight 
And I wish you good luck.

bushels of oats per acre in June, and 
then cut a ton or more of lespodeza 
hay per acre on thc same land in 
August, all on land that ordinarily 
will not yield 20 bushels of corn pel- 
acre. These fanners not only raise 
more feed per acre, but they raise 
it at a smaller cost. 


Fall is the best time for planting 


ioats. In addition to out-yielding spring 
oats by about 40 per cent, fall oats 
weigh more per bushel, mateur about 
2 weeks earlier, and furnish con- 
siderable winter grazing. 


The fear that fall oats may be win- 


terkilled has been one of the main 
reasons Arkansas farmers have failed 
to plant more fall oats. However, in 


{a study of fall oats begun in 1919 
on the Main Experiment Station ol 
the University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture at Fayctteville, Charles 
F. Simmons, extension agronomist, 
states that fall oats have been com- 
pletely winterkilled only one year, 
1928. Danger of winterkilling can he 
greatly reduced by <a) early plant- 
ing, (2) planting an adapted variety, 
(3) planting on a well-prepared seed- 
bed, (4) planting with a drill, and 5) 
using a complete fertilizer to stimu- 
late early growth. 


Warren Nesbit of Blevins planted 


about 150 acres to Ferguson 922 OoaL 
last September 20 to October 10 a 
the average rate of 2Vi bushels pe 
acre. Thc oats were up in around 
10 days and were grazed closely by 
cattle from 
the last of November 


until April 1. Seventy acres were 
turned and followed by cotton. Eighty 
acres made an average yield of 32 
bushels per acre. 


Mr. Nesbit reports the oat^ grazing 


was good and was worth conservative- 
ly $3.000 per acre. Last Tuesday oat 
planting was started in cotton mid- 
dles. Mr. Nesbil sows two bushels of 
seed per acre in the cotton middles, 
covering lightly with a harrow and 
expects to start grazing with cat- 
tle when the last cotton is picked.
